your constituent,! J in which he expressed concern over B 

the case of Mr. Maher Arar. 

Maher Arar, a dual Canadian-Syrian citizen, was detained at John F. 
Kennedy Airport in New York in September 2002. Mr. Arar was placed on 
a United States terrorist lookout list based on information received as part of 
the on-going general sharing of information between the Governments of the ; 
United States and Canada. The decision to remove Mr. Arar from the 
United States was made by U.S. Government officials in accordance with - i- 
U.S. law and based on our own assessment of the security threat Mr. Arar 
posed to the United States. We believe that Mr. Arar's removal was in the 
best interests of the United States. 



In his letter j fc lso asks whether a U.S. citizen might 

similarly be sent by Canada to a third country. In January 2004, the United 
States and Canada decided to consult expeditiously in the future before one 
country involuntarily removes a citizen of the other country to a third 
country, except in cases of extradition. This understanding does not 
constitute a binding international agreement 
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We hope this information will be helpful to you. Please let us know if 
we can be of further assistance.
